The result was that a large number 
were exiisted, and ia due course were far- 
nisbed transportation to New York, where it 
was sald the head uarters of the Marine Artil- 
lery would be found. It is now alleged that 
the whale effeir was a gross and, from all ap- 
pearances, a premeditated swiudle. For, 
when the company was sworn ia, it was to 
serve in en infantry regiment of the State of 
New York, instead of the Marine Artillery of 
the United States. Letters have been receiv. 
ed here in great sumbers from the victimized 
individuals eetting forth in glowing terms the 
nature of the outrages perpetrated upon 
them, aud begging in the most piteous tones 
that some measures might be taken for their 
relief.
